Duriug the past 
year, also, unbroken j»eace with nil loreign na­ 
tions, the general prevalence of domestic tran­ 
quility, the supremacy aud security of the great 
institutions 01 civil and religious freedom, nave 
gladdened the hearts of our people aud continued 
their attachment to their government, which the 
wisdom and courage of our ancestors so lilly 
framed, and the wisdom and courage their de­ 
scendants have so tirmly maintained, to be the 
habitation of liberty and justice to successive 
generations. Now, therefore, i, Rutherford ti. 
Hayes, President of the I cited States, do ap­

THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 27th, 
as a day of national thanksgiving and prayer, 
and I earnestly lecommend that, withdrawing

From the Boston Commercial Bulletin. 
White birch is largely used rn this man­ 
ufacture, and as extensive forests of this 
wood grow throughout the blate of Maine, 
Canada and the Provinces, many spool 
factories are located in these sections in or* 
der that sup piles ol material may be easily 
procured. The wood, after being deliv­ 
er ' i to the hic cries, is hrst sawed into 
pieces about iou: lect long and from an 
tech to an inch and a half square, accord­ 
ing lo the size of the spool it is required to 
make. These pieces arc put into a dry- 
bouse and thoroughly dried* from whence 
they arc taken into the factory and given 
to the “roughers,” who. in an incredibly 
short space of time, bore a deep hole in 
the claire a couple of inches deep, turn 
about the same space round and cut off 
the 
length 
required 
tor 
a 
spool. 
The machines used tor this purpose are 
revolving plainer, In the center of which 
is a revolving gimlet or bit, and immedi­ 
ately to the right a small circular paw with 
ii guage set to the proper bize of the spool. 
The “roughers” receive a cent and a half 
per grcis for their work, and experienced 
men can tam out from IOO to 180 gross per 
day, The round blocks pass nom them to 
tho “finishers” who place them in machines 
which give them the shape of spools and 
make s them quite smooth. 
A man stands 
with his left baud on a small lever, and 
with the right places the blocks, one at a 
time, rn the lathe, then draws the lever to 
bim for an instant and the work is done; 
the lever is pushed back and the spools 
drop down into a box below, while the 
right hand is ready with another block, 
f bete blocks ace ha tidied at- the rate of 
twenty-live 
to 
thirty 
per 
minute. 
The “finishers” also 
receive 
a cent 
and a half per gross 
and 
they can 
each turn out and cut from one hundred 
to one hundred and thirty gross per day. 
The spools are then thrown loosely into a 
large cylinder, wmch revolves slowly so 
that the spools are polished by the con­ 
stant rubbing upon each other tor some 
time. Ou being takiug out of the cylinder 
they are placed in a hopper with an open­ 
ing at the bottom, through which they 
Oafs down a slide of inspection, 
llere the 
inspector sits aud watches closely to see 
that uo imperiled spools are allowed to 
piss, aud a very small knot or scratch is 
sufficient to condemn them. 
The spools 
then pats in o the hands of the packers, 
who bandie them very lively. 
They are 
pf eked into large boxes made the proper 
size so that I ijtrs of spools exactly till the 
ox, with no additional packing, and a 
smart boy who is accustomed to work can 
pack ab ut two hundred gross per day.

In accordance with the orders issued by 
the Postmaster General, there has been in 
all the postoffice! a count made of the mail 
matter scut forth from each during the 
first seven days in November. The count 
at the Janesville office shows that the 
number of letters and postal cards mailed 
here during that time, and sent forth, was 
13,312. The number of newspapers sent 
to publishers and newsdealers to regular 
subscribers, aud as sample copies, during 
the same time was 9,UH. The number of 
transient newspapers, periodicals, books, 
circulars and parcels of merchandise tor 
the same week was 2,237. Thus it will be 
seen that a total of 23,490 letters, postal 
cards, newspapers, hooks, circulars, and 
parcels 
passed 
through 
this 
office, 
going 
out, 
daring 
seven 
days. 
About the same amount, if not more, has 
been received here, during the same peri­ 
od, which would make a grand total, tor 
one week, of 30,983 pieces of mail matter 
passing through the office in a week's lime. 
Daring the year, estimating on this basis, 
there woald be 2,830,960 separate pieces of 
mail matter handled here.
